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GOLD:MINING IN THE SOUTH. 

Mr. James Ross Su.owden has re- 
cently re.urned from an official trip in 
the south. He was sent to inspect the 
mint at Charlotte and New Urleans. 
He puts the present production of what 
he calls tLe “southeastern gold belt,” 
at $200,000 a year. This belt estends 
across parts of North Carolina, South 
Uarolina and Georgia. In his report 
the suggestion is made that a deposit 
of coin be kept at the Philadelphia 
mint subject to the order of the 
assay office at Charlotte. He adds: 
‘‘The bars made from the deposits could 
be sent to Philadelphia once cr twice a 
week. And ina few days after their 
receipt their yalue could be placed at 
the credit of the office in Charlotte. 
In a short time the delay of even a few 
days at Philadelphia could be ayoided, 
for it will be found, if this arrangemen+ 
is carried into effect, that the assays 
at Charlotte are closely and accurately 
made, so that the value as determined 
by the stamps upon the bars could be 
immediately placed, it necessary, to 
the credit of the office, subject to the 
correction of any errors which might 
afterwards be ebserved. Under this 
system $5,000 would be sufficient ” 
The expense of transportation of the 
bars to Philadelphia and of the coin 
back to Charlotte would be paid by the 
department. The report favors the 
re-establishment of coinage opera- 
tions at the mint at Charlotte. 
In regard to the condition and capabil- 
ities of the mines in the neighborhood 
of Charlotte, with a view tothe supply

His card to 
the postmaster we look upon 4s an at- 
tack upon our society, and should it 
become generally known that he is 
inclined to doubt the titular. prestige 
of two-thirds of the able-bodied men 
in Georgia, he will find five thousand 
blood-thirsty colonels upon his trail. 
We advise William Brown, ot Balti- 
more, Md., formerly of Georgia, to 
beware.

BEE CULTUREIN SOUTHWEST GEORGIA 


the 


Mr. H. H. Long, of Lee county, has 
an interesting article in the Albany 
Advertiser, on the subject of bee cult- 
ure. He says it was an:l is still con- 
sidered a very uncertain business by a 
great many, and always will be until 
the people learn to appreciate it as it 
deservee. Since the introduction of 
better hives, increased and more intel- 
ligent attention has been given the sub- 
ject, and where properly directed, at- 


tended always with fine results. Mr. 
Long has, within the last three or four 


years, observed it in nearly every 
county in southwest Georgia. He has 
been keeping bees since 1870’71, and 
from the very first has been guided by 
the instructions of the best works on 
bee-keeping. Under favorable circum- 
stances the yield of honey and increase 
of bees in southwest Georgia is almost 
incredible. He commenced with 
one colony of Italian bees, 
and in four =years had. in- 
creased toover sixty. He has raised a 
great deal of honey, having devoted 
his attention chiefly to increasing his 
colonies; but last year, by way of ex- 
periment, he devoted one colony to 
honey-making—yielding between sev- 
enty and eighty pounds of honey in 
the comb. He says he believes that 
one hundred pounds of honey can be 
raised to every good colon y, if the api:- 
ries are not overstocked, or if the prop- 
er pasturage is provided for them. His 
bees usually commence laying about 
the 15th of January, commence bring- 
ing in pollen the last of January, and 
commence to swarm the last of March, 
and continue gathering honey and 
pollen until October—affected more or 
less by the seasons. Mr. Long’s bees 
remain on their summer stand all the 
winter, and can take flight nearly every 
ten days during the winter. Diseaseis 
unknown among.them, and well-made 
improved hives and-strong colonies 
have no fear of worms, if they are sup- 
plied with queens.

Fish CULIOR %, 


Arr val of White Shad for Georgia 
Rivers. 

Yesterday morning -two agents of 
the government arrived by the Kennesaw route 
from Washington upona misssion which we 
hope to see often repeated. They brought with 
them six large cans of fine white shad, which 
will be devoted to stucking the Yellow and Al- 
cova rivers. The water in which the fish were 
seemed at first sight to be perfectly clear, but 
upon close insp ction, thousands upon thou-~ 
sands of little fish just distinguishable by the 
naked eye, could be seen swimming about. A 
teacup of the water mus: have con- 
tained a thousand of these little 
creatures who seemed to be ceaseless in their 
wiggling. Mr. Sanford Bell, the conductor who 
brought down the train, procured about two 
gallons of the water and had enough fish to 
stock the ponds on his farm. The fish were 
viewed with considerable curiosity by a crowd 
at the passenger depot, 

In order to preserve the life of these minute 
abimals, the water w.s changed several times a 
day in each of the cans by means of a pump 
which prevented the escape of the fish. It is 
said that in two years the fish will acquire their 
fuli growth and develop into the finest specimens 
of the finny tribe. Itis estimated that in the cans 
brought down yesterday there are enough fish 
to supply quite a stock for the two rivers into 
which they will be emptied. The agents took 
their cans down on the morning Georgia train, 
Yellcw river will receive some of the fish at a 
point about three miies this side of Covington ; 
the remainder will be placed in the Alcova river 
a ciear but slender stream which croases the 
Georgia road about four miles below Covington. 
Both streams now coutainu few fish. [i is stated 
that the o.her rivers in Middle Georgia will re- 
ceive fish before the summer is over. The sub- 
ject of fish culture has never properly been 
presented to the peopl and few of them appre- 
ciate ite ‘importance. Our rivers can easily 
be made the source of an almost boundlers 
wealth
